Getting  baby  off  to  a  healthy,  happy  start 
is  one  of  the  most  important  things  a  new 
mother  can  do.  Even  when  not  sick,  your 
baby  will  need  the  special  care  of  doctors 
and  nurses  to  help  stay  well. 

Medichek  services  can 
give  your  hohy  the 
well-chilli  care  needed 

Your  baby  can  receive  Medichek  services 
if  he  is  eligible  for  Aid  to  Families  with 
Dependent  Children  (AFDC)  or  Medical 
Assistance  (MA-NG).  Medichek  provides 
the  well-child  care  that  infants  need.  The 
doctor  will  check  your  baby  for  proper 
development.  He  can  find  problems  early. 
In  many  cases  early  treatment  can  make 
problems  less  serious  or  correct  them  en¬ 
tirely.  The  doctor  will  also  make  sure 
your  baby  gets  the  shots  needed  to  pro¬ 
tect  against  diseases.

Your  children,  from  birth  through  20  years 
of  age,  can  receive  Medichek  services.
